start discussions, For no 
useful purpose would. be 
served if the four Ministers 
were to mect only to dis- 
agree at the start on what 
they ‘were going to talk 
about; or if It were clear 
from’ the beginning that 
their - ideas were 80 
dinmetrically and irrecon- 
cilably opposed that there 
could be no hope of any 
agreement. That sort of 
meeting could only result in 
making. matters even worse. 
Ow the other. hand the note 
does not lny down any hard 
and fast agenda to which 
(he Russinns are expected 
necessarily to conform, The 
only condition advanced— 
and it fs a logical one—is 
that the talks in the first 
place’ deal with the

Since North had a count of 
only 10 points, he could toll 
that the combined count ‘could 
not equal 26 points—and a total 
of 26 points is usually needed 
for a reasonable play for game.
